RCMP Rates Commendation 


RCMP officials must be commended 
for instituting their new program of youth 
work, both in Edmonton and throughout 
the province, 

A leading factor in assuring poor citi- 
zenship and a tendency to juvenile delin- 
quency, is the fear of all police officers 
idiotically instilled in youngsters by many 
adults. 

In view of this fact, the RCMP’s move 
is even more significant. 

While publicity so far has emphasized 
the program of athletics and rifle shooting 
for underprivileged boys, it should be 
borne in mind that facilities are being 
made available for others as well. 

The Recreation Commission's juvenile 
basketball league will be accommodated in 
the RCMP gymnasium, and Boy Scouts 
will get special rifle instruction. 

Soon Constable Ashton will tour the 
province giving lectures and film shows 
aimed at broadening participation in the 
worthwhile program. 

Superintendent Bullard, in charge of 
“K” division, deserves particular public 


appreciation for organizing it. 

But it is unfortunate that so much 
stress has been laid on the “combatting 
juvenile delinquency” angle. 

The program would be more correctly 
termed a sound investment in the coun- 
try’s future. 

Because youngsters who grow up with 
an honest appreciation of what police 
forces are for, and of the fact that their 
members are human beings whose duty is 
the protection of the ordinary citizen, will 
become far better adults than those un- 
fortunate children who cringe at the word 
“police.” 

And because youngsters whose excess 
energies are devoted to such healthful and 
absorbing pursuits as the RCMP has in- 
augurated, will have far less time and 
tendency to develop into juvenile delin- 
quents, 

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
deserve warm approbation. 

It is to he hoped that other organiza- 
tions will follow its lead. 


Wedding Bystanders’ Relief Overdue 


It’s gratifying to see city police taking 
action against motorists who use those 
obnoxious wolf whistle attachments on 
their car exhausts. 

But when can a harassed citizenry ex- 
pect action toward enforcing the bylaw 
which governs persistent hooting of auto- 
mobile horns by individuals who get them- 
selves mixed up in wedding parties? 

Various city officials say the bylaw is 
clear enough. 

It bans any “undue noise.” 

A few convictions and some stiff fines 
might provide sufficient deterrent to those 
who fill the air with raucous blasts. 

The same end would be better achieved 
by following the practice of other, more 


enlightened cities. They include with every 
marriage licence a friendly police admoni- 
tion to make sure the wedding party pro- 
vides everybody with a good time, but to 
consider the feelings of the general public 
by refraining from leaning on the proces- 
sion’s car horns as they go from kirk to 
photographer, and then to the reception. 
Weddings should be occasions for joy 
—for great joy. 
But they should not be occasions for 
ringing down on the principals’ heads 
the white-hot ire of hundreds of innocent 
bystanders whose eardrums strongly re- 
sent processions noisily hooting their way 
through city streets. 


UNESCO Can Return Double Dividend 


If the yardstick were purely monetary, 
one might conclude that the world’s de- 
sire for peace and understanding is in- 
finitesimal. 

United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization this year is op- 
erating on a budget of $8,200,000 supplied 
by its member countries, 

That amount is approximately one per 
cent of Canada’s 1950 spending for defence 
measures. 

But this country eontributes only 3. 
per cent of UNESCO's total needs. 

While we spend $860,000,000 this year 
girding our military loins, we contribute 
just $296,000 toward removing the causes 
of war.

However, 
Pmay state that the melody of 
“O Canada” was written by Cal- 
ixa Lavallee, a well-known Mont- 
real musician, and was highly ap- 
proved by some of the best musi- 
clans as being very melodious; 
and furthermore, it is not a folk 
song. iad 

I do not know whether you are 
familiar with the French version 
to the same melody. If not, and 
for your information, let me tell 
you that the verses were written 
by the eminent French Canadian, 
Judge Routhier, The French 
words are beautiful and when we 
French Canadians sing “O Can- 
ada”, we feel pround of our coun- 
try, and you can rest assured 
that we don't sing it “fishy-eyed” 
as you stated, but stand proud 
and erect because we are true 
Canadians, the same as you Eng- 
lish people stand proud and erect 
when you sing “God Save the 
King”, which is also a nice na- 
tional anthem, but belongs to 
England 

I do not blame you for being 


proud of your @ountry and de- 
fending your King and Queen, 
who by the way, are wonderful 
people. However, you are now 
in Canada, and we Canadians 
resent being criticized by English 
people of your type. 

If Canada is under the British 
flag, it is because your country 
eonquered French Canada by 
force in 1759, and if the British 
Empire became powerful in the 
past, it is due to the fact that 
it fought and conquered weaker 
nations, This is nothing to be 
proud of—Germany tried to do 
the same thing twice in the past, 
and now it is Russia’s turn. 

If you saw fit to leave your 
mother country and come to Can- 
ada, why not try and become a 
Canadian? Do not criticize every- 
thing we do. Canada is bound 
to become a real great nation and 
we do not need Engtand to dic- 
tate to us what we should do. 
We feel that the time has come 
for us to have our own flag, with- 
out the Union Jack, and should 
have also the privilege of sing- 
ing a national anthem of our own, 

I am a Canadian of French 
descent and my people came or- 
iginally from Le Havre, Norman- 
dy in 1689. I am therefore en- 
titled to call myself a true Ca- 
nadian. According to my way of 
thinking, it does not matter what 
one’s nationality is; when living 
in Canada, let us call ourselves 
Canadians, no matter where we 
originated from. 

By the way, I am not erticizing 
the majority of English Cana- 
dians who have been in the coun- 
try for a large number of years.

Stomach Ulcers Show Under Stress 


Peptic ulcers develop in the 
stomach itself and in the duo- 
denum, which is that part of the 
intestine into which the stomach 
empties. Symptoms of difficulty 
or pain in the abdominal region, 
especially if they come on about 
two hours alter meals, are suspi- 
cious, but, of course, this is not 
enough for a diagnosis 

An accurate diagnosis is made 
by two principal methods. One 
consists in taking out what is in- 
tide the stomach through a tube 
and examining the stomach con- 
tent. In most cases of ulcer there 
hydrochloric acid than 
there should be. There are also 
some other changes. 

The other important method of 
diagnosis consists of swallowing a

barium, which gives a sort of sil- 
houette X-ray picture of the stom- 
@ch and upper intestines, In this 
picture the ulcer can be seen and 
diagnosis made certain. 


Problem 


Serious 

Ulcers of the stomach are a 
serious problem today. All too 
often they start, or at least the 
symptons become obvious, after 
@ period of mental stress or strain. 
Also the symptoms almost always 
become worse after an emotional 
up set such as an irritating con- 
ference or an exhausting period 
of mental work 

The treatment is complicated. 
Although thezve are several good 


treatments available, ulcers have 
such a great tendency to come 
back that new treatments are con- 
stantly being sought. 

For this reason almost every 
year some three or four new 
treatments are announced, Per- 
haps in time one of them will 
prove so much superior to others 
that it will be used universally, 
but so far doctors are not agreed 
on any one method as being best 
for all victims of ulcer. 


Bed Rest 
Will Help 


One of the most recent of these 
treatments involves the use of 
@a drug called Banthine. Severai 
favorable reports have been writ- 
ten about this drug by able physi- 
cians, 


It is still too early to know 
whether or not it will be helpful 
for all patients with stomach 
ulcers, 

No matter what kind of treat- 
ment is used, the best results fol- 
low when the patient stays in 
bed for about three weeks at the 
beginning of treatment 

Bed rest alone improves the 
ulcer condition and relieves much 
of the nervous strain which has 
such a big influence on healing. 

Most patients are better when 
they do not smoke, since smok- 
ing tends to increase the amount 
of hydrochloric acid in the stom- 
ach and the acid continues to 
irritate the ulcer. Some doctors 
allow their patients moderate 
smoking and others do not.

New Brunswick 


Will Be French 


September 21, 1950.

CAMPBELLTON, N.B.—A sur- 
prising number of businessmen 
and civic leaders in Campbellton 
philosophically accept the belief 
that New Brunswick will one day 
be as French a province as Que- 
bec. 

“Already, from Moncton north 
the French-Canadians have the 
balance of. power,” a _ pioneer 
New Brunswicker told me today. 
“Their influence is being felt 
more and more in the capital at 
Fredericton 

“The Acadian flag is flying all 
over the province. There's a new 
and militant French nationalism 
abroad.” 

The French have the,edge on 
Population not only because of 
a higher birth rate, but because 
so many English-speaking young 
men are continuing to trek to the 
industrial areas of Ontario for 
better wages than New Bruswick 
can offer them, 


Concessions 


On French Side 


The French, too, have gone 
more than halfway in adapting 
themselves to the situation, In 
the cities, it’s rare to find the 
French merchant who isn't bi- 
lingual. 

The English, on the other hand, 
rarely trouble themselves to ac- 
quire the other tongue. Their 
concession to the French popula- 
tion? Hire a French employe. 

On the surface there's no fric- 
tion. Indeed, both sides make a 
show of hearty good will. But 
the tension is there. 

At least two Campbellton busi- 
nessmen have discreetly set up 
branches of their concerns in 
Ontario. 

The proprietor of one such firm 
told me, “This town will be pre- 
ponderantly French in my time. 
I'm making damn sure I've got 
something to fall back on.” 
Majority ) 
On Council 

Campbellton itself, which looks 
across the Restigouche River at 
Quebec (where there are almost 
none of these messy complica- 
tions), serves as a kind of bar- 
ometer of change. 

Ten years ago there was an 
English mayor and only two of 
the eight-man city council were 
of French extraction. But for 
the*last seven years’ an Acadian, 
L. E. Renault, has been mayor, 
Catholic votes have the major- 
ity on the counci). Mayor Re- 
nault now runs unopposed. 
Other New Brunswick towns 
with a dual population, notably 
Bathurst, worked out a “gentle- 
man’s agreement” under which a 
French Catholic, an Irish Catho- 
lic and a non-Catholic would ro- 
tate as chief magistrate. 

In Campbellton, so the story 
goes, the last “English” mayor, 
P. W. Caldwell, firmly rejected 
this idea. (“He could afford to 
risk offending the French,” I 
was told, “because he was a rail- 
way man.”) Caldwell lost the 
election, No one now expects the 
sown will ever have another non- 
Catholic at its head. 


Franchise 
Widened 


The change came swiftly here 


because of a switch jn the voting 
system, Non-French own an esti- 
mated 85 per cent’ of the prop- 
erty in Campbellton, 

So long as the franchise was 
limited to property-owners Eng- 
lish representation predominat- 
ed, In 1944 the electoral law was 
changed to give the vote to all 
citizens who had paid up the $10 
poll tax. 

The voters list blossomed sud- 


denly with french names and 
most English Campbelltonians 
will assure you that wealthy 


French-Canadians put up the 
ante for their poorer neighbors, 

In any event, it sems obvious 
that a masterful organization job 
was done by the late Benoit 
Michaud, a colorful, moon-faced 
barrister and enthusiastic Aca- 
dian who was an MP for these 
parts. “An _ unsophisticated 
Duplessis,” w&s one description 
I heard, which indicates a cer- 
tain harshness in the English 
attitude to the militant French- 
Canadian. 


Two of Three 
Members 


Today two of the three pro- 
vincial members from the dis- 
trict are French (Louis Lebel 
and John Baptiste D’Astous) 
and the federal member is Paul 
Dube. 

The Acadian movement, which 
is called “nationalist” by its op- 
ponents, is centred around an or- 
ganization called the Association 
for the Promotion of Acadian 
Education. 

According to one of its strong- 
est supporters here the Associa- 
tion's aim is “to claim our right- 
ful place in the schools for the 
conservation of our language and 
to enable the Acadian to survive 
as a Catholic and French entity.” 

In blunter terms this simply 
means that these French want 
thei youngsters taught by 
French Catholics. In Campbell- 
ton, as I reported in my last col- 
umn, they have achieved this 
aim in spite of the dangers it 
presents in segregating young- 
sters of different religions. 

The mouthpiece for the Aca- 
dians is L’Evangeline, published 
in Moncton with the motto, 
“Religion, Langue, Patrie; In 
strulre et unir pour agir.” In 
talking of “unity,” of course, 
L’Evangeline does not mean 
Canadian unity, but Acadian. 


One Acadian 
Gives View 

The Acadian supporter I inter- 
viewed today dismissed such 
terms as “nationalist” and “bal- 
ance of power” and stated his 
position with a good deal of 
logic. 

“There's no use trying to avoid 
the fact that we are descended 
from French or that we are 
Catholic. We are and no one can 
change it,” he said. “We see no 
reason to throw overboard our 
own background, our culture and 
tradition merely because Cana- 
dians of British descent think it 
might be simpler for them. We, 
too, are Canadians, How we live, 
or how we educate our children, 
is, after all, our own business.”

If Joe Came 


To Washington — 


(This is the second of two 

special articles.) 

Here is more to buttress my 
former argument that Stalin's 
policies, since 1945, are not only 
not smart, but downright dumb. 

Suppose Uncle Joe himself 
were today to land by plane at 
Washington! 

Suppose he told the hordes of 
newspapermen that he had come 
to make peace with President 
Truman—to end the cold war— 
halt the little war in Korea and 
stop the mad rush to world war 
three. 

Of course, Uncle Joe would 
have to deliver the goods. He 
would have to mean real peace 
—not fake peace. It is true that 
powerful interests might try to 
block real peace, 

But, if Stalin and Co. were 
really in earnest, these interests 
could be overcome, The will for 
peace, now stifled in the hearts 
of millions of peopie everywhere, 
would sweep like a tidal wave 
over all attempted opposition, 


Examining 
The Results 

Now let us examine the actual 
results of such a policy. A “cease 
fire” would be possible in Korea 
in a matter of hours—with a fair, 
free election to follow in the 
whole of Korea—not just the part 
below the 38th line of latitude. 

Russia would have to agree to 
quick peace in Austria and lber- 
ation of all the satellites in East- 
ern Europe, There would have 
to be real freedom and democ- 
racy in all Germany, Poland, 


, Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria, Al. 


bania 
The die-hards (in all countries) 
would way that such a change 


would weaken Russia's relative 
position in the arena of power 
politics. I say “bunk.” Russia 
would certainly lose on one 
level. But she would gain infin- 
itely more on other levels. 

The talk of “the next war” 
would die overnight, 


Internal 


Consequences 

Now consider what would hap- 
pen to the American economy. 
The complete relaxation of war 
fears would knock the bottom 
clean out of all war markets and 
war manufacturers. 

Even if the U.S.A. went ahead 
with her all-out armament prog- 
ram for a few months—just in 
case Uncle Joe might be trying 
to pull a fast one—this could not 
be prolonged, 

The people will consent to a 
national policy of “guns before 
butter” only when they really 
fear or want war, 

Within a few months of Uncle 
Joe Stalin's peace mission to 
Washington there would be the 
biggest economic crisis in all the 
history of the U.S.A. 

I am not suggesting that this 
would necessarily mean disaster 
for the U.S.A. or for the rest 
of the world. Faced with the 
problem of disposing of the then 
huge surplus, the American gov- 
ernment would be compelled to 
start “Marshall Plans” to give 
away tractors instead of tanks. 

But it would also have to apply 
the Marshal! Plan principle to 
the one-third of its own people
